Aside from these there may be other 
English-speakinK miners among tlic 
unfortunates. Thirty Polandcrs and 
Hnns were entombed, and it is thought 
that the total number of bodies in the 
mine will reach 100. 

The men were at work propping up 
the roof when the fall occurred. The 
alarm was immediately given by the 
ringing of tlic fire bells and rescuers 
were put to work without delay. At 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon the first 
bodiei were fooud in the slope some 
diitanee fkom the plane were the men 
had been working. 

More than two-thirds of the victims 
were man ied men and leave families. 
Among then, wore Acting Mayor Lian- 
gan, who was inside superintendent of 
the mine, and J. U. Lynott, • wwed 
connollaian. r.— tt 

Abont two weeks ago the surveyors 
reported to General Sup<!rinten<li nt 
Law tliat the mine was miuee/.ing and 
that unless steps were immediately 
taken to timber it, a cave-in or fall 
might be looked for. Superintendent 
Law lost no time, bnt at once put a 
number of timbormen at work Jto brace 
the fulling roof. The "squeeze" con- 
tinued, however, and Saturday the situ- 
ation became alarming. In the after- 
noon a alight fall occorred and the men 
who were at work had to retreat before 
it. A oonsoltation of mine officials was 
then held i-nd it wa.s then decided that 
heroic me.isures wuiild have to bo re- 
sorted to to prevent lieavy damage to the 
mine. Inside Sui>uriuteudent Langan 
gave instrnctiouB that the most experi- 
enced miners should be secured and that 
the party would go down the mine at 7 
o'clock. E.Kpert timbermen i)at in an 
appearance at that liour aiul were soon 
lowered into the workings. They made 
their way to Bed Ash V«iu 1,500 feet 
down the dope. 

The work of propping proceeded rap- 
idly until 11 o'clock, when another fall 
occurred. It made u low, rumbling 
noise, and the flying coal and debris 
drove the men back. Then tlie 
"squeeie" ceased again and the men 
thought it was aafe to resume work. 
They labored on ontU 8:S0 o'clock when, 
BO it is pretomedt tlMroof fell in with- 
out warnUigr maUng • tremendous 
crash. 

It is supposed, however, that the men 
were not all together, but some near the 
■lopt, and theae probably ran up the in- 
olui when the faUooonrred. This is 
the only way the finding of Mayor Lan- 
gan's body in the slope I'an b(< account- 
ed for. If the men receivi'd any warn- 
ing they had time to run up the slojte, 
but not to any great distance. The 
falling rock and coal filled ap the slope 
and the adjoining gangway, completely 
cutting off all avenues of escape. 

It was at fh-st supposed that the men 
might have escaped being caught 
in the fall and that they wt'ie impris- 
oned behind the debris, but the finding 
of the two bodies would go to disprove 
this. It is still possible, however, that 
living men may still be behind the fall, 
although it is extiemely imi)riibable. 
Even if they escaped being cnislied by 
the failing roof, the posslbiUty of then- 
being alive for any length of time in a 
gaseous mine is remole. 

The alarm was first given by Water- 
carrier John Sheridan, who, with Will- 
iam Rochard and Thumaa (iiU, were the 
only ones to escape of the whole party 
who entered the mine Saturday night 
Be-wMeahii.wa^up the sloneto 



when abont IWf feet from the foot of 

the sliaft, was ktiocked down by the 
concussioni He was" badly cut and 
burned by flying coal and rock.

Tho foundations of nearly every 
building in Pittston were shaken, 
and windows and doors rattled as in a 
tornado.

The first thought was that a great 

r>artliquako ha<l occurred and tlie in- 
habitants rushed pellmell fmm then- 
houses. Tlie ringing of the lirel ells and 
the shrieking of the big mine whistle 
told the story. Crowds of people gath- 
ered about the mouth of tho shaft and 
numbered thousands by daybreak. Stal. 
ware men stood ai)i)alled and frantic, 
women, who had liusbands or sotis i:i 
till' dooiiied mine, wailed in despan-. 
Jne mother cried out that she had two 
5()ns below. Another was the wife or 
widow of some unfortunate, and hiul 
nine helpless ohildron at home. Many 
knelt on the groand, and in voices 
broken with sobs implored Divine Prov- 
idence to restore their loved ones alive. 
When it was given out tliat there was 
little or no hope of rescuing the men 
olive, women and girls fainted, and 
were borne away, senseless. 

The work of resooewas prompt and 
efficient. The best miners who re- 
mained on the sorfaoo ioined voluntari- 
ly in the hasardons twk— for hazardous 
it certainly was. There was the con- 
stant menace of another fall, or an ex- 
plosion of firedamp. Special efforts 
were made to keep the air fan in good 
order so that if, by any chance, the men 
were alive, they should have fresh air 
to breathe. 

The blocked slope and gangAvays held 
out little hope of the air reaclnng them. 
The rescuers were divided into three 
relays of 40 men each, under the direc- 
tion of Mine Foreman Alex ^IcMullin. 
The men worked as they had never be- 
fore -worked, clearing away the debris 
in the slope with the energy tliat only 
sjunigs of tli'> knowledge of dear lives 
behinci it. They made good headway, 
coiisidciiiif; the difficulties tlu-y had to 
Cdiiieii 1 \Mtli, and at JJ o'clock in the 
al tcniouii liad cleart'd tlie .--lope a dis- 
tance of llOO feet. 

Activity lu-oiiglit encouragement, but 
whtiii tlie tiiht clearance was made it re- 
vealed a sight tliat dispelled all hojie. 
Under the mass of rock lay the bodies 
of Liangaii and Lynott. A damper fidl 
upon tile Work of th(* rcicueis. They 
liad been working for lite and found 
death. iStill the hupo remained that 
others of the men might be penned 
in soiiu^where and that they would yet 
have the .-atisfactioii of lunling them 
alive. 

At 'i o'clock in the afternoon it be- 
came necessary to swear in extra po- 
licemen to i-oiitrol tlie crowd around the 
mouth of the slial't. It had increased to 
fully 7.000. Hopes were htretclied 
around the shaft and only mine otticials 
were allowed to enter the enclosure. 

Young Sheridan, the water boy. wlio 
liad sui'li a narrow escape, tells a thrill 
ing tale of the disaster. He thinks 
there was an explo.sion of gas which 
blew down tlio newly erected timbers 
and caused tho cave-in. When lie left 
the mine to go out the kIojh^ and get 
water, those inside had no ^'.pjnehen 
sion of a fall or a "squeeze. ' Every 
thing was working nicely and the men 
expected to be out of the mine within 
uuotlier hour. 

"The report of the fall," says tho boy, 
"was like a hundn^d cannon and the 
force of it blow me fully 'ib feet. I was 
liurled against the side of the slope, a 
piece of rock hit me bock of the head, 
tho wound commenced to bleed, and 
then I fainted." 

Richards and Qill, who were on their 
way out after timber, concur with Sher' 
idan that tiM flonoussion was terriffic. 
They were knocked off thehr feet and 
knocked against some brattice work 
They can not conceive the possibility of 
anybody being in the wreck and escap* 
ing with his me. 

Sutierintendent Law says: "Nobody 
regrets this awful occurrence more than 
I do. It is too early yet to give any rea- 
son as to the cause of the accident, but 
I can assure you that if I thought there 
was any danger in the work undertaken 
by tho men, not a single one of them 
would have been allowed to enter the 
mine witli my permission. I don't care 
for the damage to the mine. It is the 
great loss of me that gives me so much 

sorrow." 

Superintendent Lathrop of the Le 
high . allev Coal company, who is an 
authority, says it will be 10 (ligrs before 

tlie bu<hes are reached. 

A conference of prominent mine su- 
perintendents from all over the Wyom- 
ing valley was htdd last night and tho 
situation in tlie niliie was cliscussed. 
The coiK)lusion was reached that to pi-e- 
veut further loss of life, the woik of 
rescue must proceed witli care. It is 
also the unanimous belief of tlic super- 
intendents that the mine is now a 
tomb and that it will be soiik' days be- 
fore th(> rescuers reach the bodies. 

The breaker of tins Twin shaft burned 
down ihree years ago. There were over 
loo men 111 the mine at the time, but all 
e.scap nl through a second opening. 

The hrst great <lisaster in the anthra- 
cite region was in Se|)teliiber, iMi'.l, 

wlieu r,'o men i>enshed m tlie .Vvondalo 
mine, this county. The breaker over 
the mine caught fire and all the men in 
the mine were suft'ocattxl. This great 
catastrophe caustid the legislature to 
pass Ik law compelling mines u> liave 
two 0|>enings, But when a cave-iu oc- 
curs in a mine and the men ore sur- 
rounded on every side by debris it 
makes little dUfere^e how m^uy open-

0\ra Couirutir* at an Ofllcrr'i Command. 
A If umber of Other SboU Fired, bat Mo

V.M.F.NTiM-, Neb., June 29.— Fort Ni- 
cbrara was the scene of a murder and 
the almost instant execution of the 
murderer, under military orders, Satur- 
day. Just before guard mount. Private 
Weaver of C5ompaiiy C, who was sitting 
on the company pon-li, waiting under 
arms tf) go on guard, suddenly drew his 
ritle and, after taking deliberate aim, 
shot and instantly killed First Sergeant 
Livingston of Company D, who was 
passing along the roadway in front of 
Company C's quarters. 

When the sergeant dropped foor men 
ran np aud picked him up, when Wea- 
ver tired four shots at Uiem. forcing 
them to drop the serRWmt and run for 
shelter. Weaver then fired several more 
shots, aiming at any one who happened 
to come within range of his rifle, but 
without effect. 

Then First Lieutenant Clark, Twelfth 
infantry, who was in D ooinpany's 
quarters, ordered MvateStrine, D com- 
pany, a member of the gtuird, to shoot 
Weaver, which he did, the baU striking 
Weaver's tifie near the butt, shattering 
it, and afterward entering his body, 
from which he died within an hour. 

The only provocation known for the 
act is that a few days ago Weaver be- 
came engaged in an altercation with 
Private McLeroy of D company in 
which ho followed McLeroy into I) 
company's baiTucks, and was exptdled 
therefrom by Sergeant Livingston. He 
swore vengeance on tho sergeaut at the 
time. 



SENTENCED TO PRISON. 

Anutticr ClinpU'r Closed iu llir Famoul 
ruiiuiiia Caual Scauilol*. 

Pabis, June Bmile Arton, impli- 
cated with Dr. Hera aud the late Baron 

\'on Reinach in the frauds ou the Pana- 
ma Canal compaii)-, has been sentenced 
to six years hard labor. M. Artuii dis- 
appeared from Paris very soon after tho 
Panama scandal promised to be made 
the subject of a judicial inquiry and 
was extradited from England last year. 

Arton was supposed to be the go- 
between those who paid and those who 
received bribes to influence legislation 
favorable to the company, aud the 
knowledge lie is suppose to possess in- 
volves the welfare of a large number of 
peopli' in Fn.iice. Ho managed to evade 
the police for a long period by his clev- 
I'liiess in disguising himself. He liad 
long been po;mlar «i the salons of Paris 
as an amateur actor, aud the knowledge 
and skill gained in that w.iy was made 
use of to make himself unrecognizable. 
His sentence closes another chapter in 
tho long story of tho Panama scandals. 

SIX PERSONS DROWNED.

Gokey, wif(* aud child of Pulciver; Miss 
Emma Uurbrocht of Shawano and Miss 
Margaret Orowe of St. Nazianz, Mani- 
towoc county started from Cecil abont .~> 
□'clock in O. A. Bisum's yacht, eu 
route for a few days' outing ou the 
north shore of the lake, when abont 
three miles from shore the boat was 
capsized by a sudden squall and the 
party precipitated into the water. 

Mr. Risum and Mr. Dnu-kery clung to 
the capsized yacht for several hours, the 
latter nolding the child in his arms 
when they were rescued by parties from 
Cecil, who were attracted b7 their cries 
for help. The bodies of the Otiier six 
have not been recovered.

Mexican minister at Wusiiington, re- 
signing his jiost on account of an article 
publishi'd in an official journal during 
the pendency of the Guuteiiialaii ([Hi f- 
tion, and which Minister Romero felt 
to be severe in its judgment of his views 
regarding the proper settlement of that 
(luestion. 

Minister Bomero reviews his patriotic 
labors in Lohalf of the country, often at 
;,'reat nersonal cost and incdnveiiiences. 
and adds: "I have continued in my jiost 
believing that mj- long rivsideiices in the 
United States my knowledge of its onb- 
lic men and alxive all the kind welcome 
I have fortunately been given by all 
classe.'. in that country would enable me 
to lend etTective services to Mexico, but 
if the incident refeiced to, or any other, 
has caused me U> lo.sT the confidence of 
my government. I shall not remain a 
single d.iy longer in tliat post and shall 
regard it as an especial «avor that I bo 
relie-,-ed of so biirdensoiii" an emidoy- 
meiit in which if is nect'>sary above all 
to have the I'ontideiici! and the decided 
support of my government." 

Alinist'^r of Foreign Uelations Maiis- 
cal, in replying to Minister liomero, 
a88ure> him of the ontire confidence of 
the pov( rnment and says that the arti- 
cle ill the otlicial jouni il was maiie nec- 
(!ss;iry by an editorial in an opposition 
pap' T whii-h had availed itself in mak- 
ing a mile attack i>n tlv guvernment of 
the ministers' arguments and that a 
rectilicatiun in the olHcial journal did 
not invdlve any reiiroaeh, but was only 
an e\i)lieit contradii tion of statemeuts 
made by the op])osition i)apers. 

Ill conclusion Minister .Man.seal urges 
Minister Kmnero to ])ut aside the fears 
which his delicacy have in-]iired and 
continue sc-viug the republic with his 
accustomed abnegation and zeal.
